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Tue Malwa Ukbar, of the 18th of March, after old extracts. 
from other papers, mentions that a Durbar was recently held . 
in Jodhpore, at which the trustworthy people of the Mahara-. 
nee from Jamnugeur, and those from Kotah, were all present ; 
after which the Kotah people presented a shield of curious 
construction, having in each of the four flowers, a pistol, &c., 
&e. The writer proceeds to say :—‘* Much civility was shown 
on the part of the Huzzoor ; who then went to Jalia Dehra, 
and stopped near the school, and sent for the Dewan;” &c., &e. 
The writer further mentions that a Thakoor, Ahore Kamdar, 


who had been many days a prisoner, was released ; the chains - 
being knocked off his hands and feet. 


The Kaleid LU/mmed, of the 21st of March, after stale news, 
mentions on the authority of a letter from Peshawur, the ar- 
rival of Golab Mahomed Khan, son of the Ameer Azim Khan’s 


uncle, It is said that he has arrived at variance with the 
Cabul Chief. 


The increase in.the number of guns as salute for the Maha- 
rajah of Nahun and Bilapore 1 is noticed, 


The Oudh Ukbar, of the 24th of March, after noticing a | 
murder case at a place called Bhosawul, publishes a complaint 
against the Post-office authorities of Kundawur, in the Nimar_ 
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district. It is said that a Post-master named Umbur Lall 
was in the habit of stealing notes and hoondees, until at last 
he was discovered ; and after investigating the case, was sen- 


tenced to 2. years’ imprisonment and hard labor, with the 


addition of a fine. Referring to this, the Editor discourses 


upon the criminality of the Zad/a, and remarks ‘how many 
persons have suffered by his dishonesty.” 


A story is told of some Brahmin, who observed a fast on the 
grave of a fakeer ; and when the fast was ended, he cooked two 
seers of rice, ate it, and then killed two of the Thannah sipahees 


(guards) with a club; because, as he explained, they were in 
the habit of teazing him when he did not eat meat. 


The same paper notices the presentation of a £hillut, valued 
at Rs. 10,000, to the Maharajah of Ulwur, by the Resident. 
The writer says :—‘ The pearl necklace was placed round the 
Chief’s neck by the Resident’s own hands. It is said that 
the Rajah Sahib requested permission to send for the Moon- 
shee, Ameer Khan, but this was not granted. It is also stated 
that the sum of eighteen lakhs of rupees (£1,80,000) collect- 


ed for the Lalla in the time of Rajah Bunnee Singh and Mr. 


Impey, has all been wasted in extravagance. The Agent of 
the Governor-General in Rajistan has, it is said, settled the 
dispute between the Sawai Feypore and the Ulwur State; 
and that this has been done with great fairness, but it is the 
desire of the Maharajah to appeal the case; perhaps the other 
party willdo the same. How lucky is Thakoor Lukdheer 
Singh, too! After gaining his desires, he has stepped aside, 
and placed the Rajah in such difficulty as may not be dis- 
pelled for years; viz., the loss of money, and the taunts of 
neighbours. The Rajah ; is contemplating a visit to Bhahpoors ; 
the nautch (dancing) girls of Lacknow are in power.” 


Under the heading * ‘Hyderabad,’ ” several Se cases are 
noticed as having occurred in that province, &¢.., &e. 


iisie the heading af Cabul, ? it 3 is said that | the. moment 
Sirdar Shah Newaz. Khan heard of the arrival of Ameer Shere 


( 


Ali Khan at Herat, he went to Furrah, where he found Sir- 
dar Yacoob Khan, and to whom he pfomised to bring the 
Ameer. The Sirdar remarked that there would be no use in 
his going, and that he had: great fears of him, because he lis+ 
tens to no one; and if he were captured, no help could come 
from him (the Sirdar). The other remarked that he had 
caused his ruin ; that he was in possession of an estate, and 
that with much deceit he had been ruined by him. That if 
he had not come, and he (the Sirdar) had complained to 
Ameer Shere Ali Khan, his name would have been disgraced. 
That he had given up his ease and comfort, and sided with 
the Sirdar, and that he (the Sirdar) ought to do something 
for him. “* The Ameer replied :—‘ Live either at Furrah, Ghur- 
shak, or Doulutabad ; but choose from these three places which 
you wish to govern, and I will make it over to you; or go to 
Herat with the Ameer Sahié, if you wishit. Holkar is close 
to Herat, and I am anxious to please you in every way.’ 
After this, Shah Newaz cried so loud that peoples’ hearts were 
turned; in short, the Sirdar Mahomed Yacoob Khan, after 
giving every assurance, brought him round, and sent him to 
govern at Furrah. Now, the day Shere Ali Khan arrives, the 
Government will be made over to Shah Newaz Khan; but as 
this place is an important stronghold, it ought to be under a 
powerful ruler; and at the same time one of ability sufficient 

to look well after it, and prevent any enemy from approach- 


ing. 
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Under the heading ‘* Bushire,” it is mentioned that a per- 
son has arrived at that place from Shiraz, who has in his pos- 
session certain portraits of those great men, the king of Persia, 
emperor of France, &c., &c., in their robes, and attendéd by 
their chief officers, S&e., &e, The writer adds, that these pic- 
tures will be sent to Caloutta for sale, but that the prices are 
very high ; viz., the Emperor of Russia is priced at Rs. 25,000. 
He goes on to say :i*The pictures of Dost Mahomed and 
Sultan Ahmed Jan are in one frame, aud represént their sub- 
jects as taken during a battle at Herat, with the forts, armies, 
«guns, &e., so drawn, that the whole presents a wonderful 
Scene: the price of this picture cannot be under Re, 15,000,’ , 
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From Jellalabad, a correspondent writes that a goldsmith 
sold his. daughter to an Afighan; the girlran away, anda 
sowar (horseman) going to Jellalabad took her into that place, 
and was imprisoned for having done so.” 


“On the 11th of the month, by order of Mahomed Azim 
Khan, the Sirdar Mahomed Shareef Khan attended the Dur- 
bar ; on which occasion the Ameer Sahid said that he was much 
displeased with him, and that if he continued to be what he 
was, the results would be bad for him. The Ameer Said con- 
tinued his address :—* Do not recommend any one, or inter- 
est yourself in any one’s cause, if you have any respect for 
yourself.’ The Sirdar replied :—‘ Pardon my impertinence; 
but let the burden be upon Abdul Rhyman Khan and the 
Murwareed Begum, who have made you Governor. You were 
not fit to govern ; but. what does it signify ? you cannot escape 
for more than four or five days ;’ saying which, the Sirdar left 
the Durbar. On the 12th, the Ameer again remembered him 
in the Durbar, and asked for him; but the Sirdar refused to go, 
and spoke hard words of him ; that same night he sent his fami- 
ly away from Cabul, remaining alone there. The sowar who 
brought the message related all to the Ameer ; and orders were 
passed to the effect that a party of 20 sowars (cavalry) were to 
go to the house of Mahomed Shureef Khan, and attach all his 
property. Some other letters arrived; and the Ameer is in 
great concern about the capture of Shureef Khan.” 


‘‘ It is said that the Shahzada (Prince) of Mecca, is about 
to proceed to Herat, for the purpose of making arrangements 


there. Itis not known whether he will remain there or re- 
turn.” | | 


The Julwatoor, of the 24th of March, after extracts from 
other papers, praises the good arrangements for the Govern- 
ment of the Patondee State, and adds that the Nawab Sufdur 
Hoosein, Extra Assistant Commissioner, is a worthy man, and 
a loyal subject of the Government., The Editor, who happen 
ed to go there by chance, was pleased to find all as he desired ; 
“ none in sorrow ; none in pain ;. the name of rebel has now, 
disappeared like the horns of a donkey, whereas these wers. 
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formerly such rebels that there was no good in them ; whereas 
now it will be found that this youthful Chief has got a saint 
like Khizr to guide him. The State debts have all been liquid- 
ated ; and in future the money will be sent to the Treasury. 
On the anniversary of the Chief’s birth-day a grand meeting 
was held, and grand entertainments, &c., &c., given.” 


Referring to the order of the Punjab Government to disarm 
the inhabitants of Mouzah Goojur Ghurree, in the Peshawur 
district, the Editor says that the measure was quite necessary, 
as these people are always giving trouble and annoyance in 
every way. 


The Sholatoor, of the 24th of March, and the Nusscem 
Jounpore, of the same date, do not require special notice. 


The Bhiddia Bilas, of the 21st of March, mentions the 
perpetration of a robbery in the Allygurh district; the pro- 
perty stolen amounting to Rs. 5,000. The thieves are said to 
be of the Aheer caste, and it 1s added that this particular caste, 
in and near Sekundra Rao, are in a very prosperous state. The 
writer considers the caste a bad one, and hints at the probabi- 
lity of the Sub-Inspector being mixed up in the theft; as, 
‘‘in the first place, he is fearless ; and in the second, he is not 
a well-educated person, and consequently cannot see that some 
day the truth will be out.” ‘‘ But’ adds the writer, “itis no 
business of mine, that I should fill my pen with the blood of 
any one; our wise Collector, Mr. Lawrence, will understand 
it.” 

The Ukmil-oof Ukbar, of the 25th of March, does not re- 
quire particular notice. 


The Nujm-ool Ukbar, of the 25th of March, mentioning the- 
recent Educational Durbar at Lahore, adds that there is a 
rumour current to the effect that the Governor-General will go 
up to Lahore, and proceed thence to Peshawur. The reason 
given for this move is His Excellency’s desire to have an inter- 
view with the Ameer Mahomed Azim Khan, of Cabul; and it. 
is added, that the one-lakh of rupees (£ 10,000) which was: 
formerly given to Dost Mahomed will now be given to this

The Oordoo Dehli Gazette, of the 28th of Migreh, does not 


require particular notice. 


‘The Rafa Khaliack, of the 1st of March, and the same paper 
of the 15th, do not call for particular notice, 


The Lawrence Gazetle, of the 27th of March, after extracts, 
notices the skilful way in which Shere Ali Khan captured the 
fort of Maimunna (?) Itis said that when this Chief was 
going to Herat, the Ameer of this fort entertained him; and 
Shere Ali, leaving the whole of his army, went into the fort, at- 
tended by only 500 men (cavalry). The Ameer met him, and 
they conversed upon various subjects; the Ameer Shere Ali 
saying that he had taught his army the English drill, &., 
and that his soldiers worked by the bugle calls. ~ Fhe Ameer 
of Maimunna expressed a wish to see these troops, which 
Shere Ali promised, and ordered a bugle to sound; upon which, 
the army outside the fort armed themselves, and at the call 
of the third bugle, arrived at the place where Shere Ali was; 
upon which the order was given to attack; the Chief of the 
fort was killed, and the fort itself, with sixteen guns, and 
éverything else belonging to it, fell into the hands of Shere 
Ali Khan. When this news reached the Cabul Chief, he de- 
layed his journey to Jellalabad. 


The Khair-khwah Punjab, of the —— of March, does not 
call for particular notice. 


The Adebe Hind, of the 27th of March, sellirdin to the 
opinion. of Sir J. Lawrence in favor of making public civil 
cases tried in Native States, in order that.the acts of Chiefs 
should be made known to all, says that the comfort. and ease 
enjoyed under British rule is not to be found under native 
rule, and that the laws and regulations introduced by the 
English have never been known before; the writer further 
remarks that the welfare of the people is desired by {ov- 
ernment ; and that. they, the people, are fully aware of it. 
Viewing the matter in this light, the writer thinks it % strange 
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that Hindoostanee Chiefs and their dependents should be 

dissatisfied with the English rule, as they must know that all 
is done for their benefit, and for the good of their country ;” 
&e., &e. The writer goes on to say, that “ what displeases 
Hindoostanee Chiefs is, that when one dies, and his heir is a 
minor, the Government sees the necessity of interference ; and 
when this is done, those bad characters who are always on 
the look-out for such an opportunity, at once ‘ get it to eat, 
and let others eat too ;’ and with flattering speeches to the 
Hakim gain his confidence, and soon bring. him to their way 
of thinking. They make complaints against Chiefs and their 
loyal subjects to these gentlemen, who do not understand the 
covert acts of such people, because they are themselves fair- 
dealing and honest; and this is the way the designers work, 
until disputes and difficulties arise, when they make the most 
of them for their own benefit. In this way, they contrive to 
mislead the Hakim into thinking ill of the Chiefs; and the 
result 1s, that the management of the State falls into their own 
hands; when the Chief becomes little better than a prisoner in 
their estimation. - In this the Chief is not to blame, for if he 
is displeased at it, he has a right to beso; especially one who 
in the time of another more powerful sits much depressed, and 
cannot raise his head, &c, &c. Now the Government is — 
bound to prevent one party from putting this pressure upon 
another ; full enquiry should be made; the persons already 
noticed above should be kept. aloof; and the interests of the 
Chief should be looked to in every way. Another. cause of 
discontent among Chiefs is political officers introducing and 
carrving out English laws and customs in Native States, thus 
interfering with private and old established customs. As re~ 
gards this, it is neeessary to act as much as cam be done like 
Hindoostanee Chiefs ; and to create er cultivate their friend- 
ship, instead, of treating them with haughtiness and pride. 
The welfare and interests of the Chiefs should also: be. borne 
in mind, so that the excellence of the Government may be 
well represented to their minds. Now, we ask, when a Chief 
is happy, and. his dependents and tenantry satisfied, in which 
grade: is the seed name of Government? and what. grade the 
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praise frum Hindoostanee Chiefs due to the Government? 
and how long will the intercourse with the Hakim be withheld 
from them ?” 


The Benares Gazette, of the 2nd of March, does not require 
‘particular notice, 


The same paper of the 9th, after extracts, publishes the 
following :—** About 12 o’clock to day we received from a 
trustworthy source this news. It is stated that much op- 
pression towards females is practised under the rule of the 
' Viceroy of Egypt, inasmuch as that when people find that 
they cannot do anything else, they seize females, force them 
from their relations, and then demand their jewels, &c, When 
the poor women remonstrate, and declare that they have 
already given all they possess for the Government work, they 
are not listened to, but accused of having concealed their 
trinkets; the peons tie them up, and beat them severely with 
cords and whips ; and when they have been subjected to this, 
their prosecutors satisfy themselves that they have no pro- 
perty, and order them to be set free, and their friends take 
them back to their homes. Enough; do the people of Hin- 
doostan think that such things can be done by the officers of 
any State? As was the case in Oudh formerly, and even a 
degree worse, is tyranny practised in Egypt. But in Oudh, 
such orders as these were never passed by the Hindoostanee 
- Government, and although there were tyrants in Oudh, still 
all the above is perpetrated in Egypt by the ministers of 
State, and the Viceroy is well aware of it.” 


The Benares Gazette, of the 16th of March, referring to the 
departure of the Hon’ble Mr. Massey to England, says that 
the people of Hind will never forget him in connection with 
the License Tax,” &c., &c. 


‘$¢Tt is said that the petition of the person who complained 
against the Rampore Nawab has been rejected; and the 
petitioner, for the second time, has appealed, but with no 
better success ; as orders have been passed to the effect that in 
every State where the rule is satisfactory, there will be n0 
interference on the part of the British Government.. We are 
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pretty sure that: now there will be less complaining by evil- 
minded dependents against their masters,”? 


The cruel conduct of the Howrah police is noticed. “In 
order to force confession from a thief, it is said that the police 
caught a number of a peculiar kind of | fly, deprived them of 
their wings, and having applied them to the unfortunate man’s 
body, beat him ; and that all this was done in presence of an 
European constable. The case is said to have been sent up to the 
Deputy Magistrate. This news is reported to have been com- — 
municated by an European, who has thus done a good action.” 


The Benares Gazette, of the 23rd of March, publishes the 
following, purporting to be from Calcutta:—*The Lord 
Bishop has lately introduced this custom : viz., that those per- 
sons who worship idols shall not be allowed to enter churches, 
Look at God’s omnipotence ; Christians, too, now observe ab- 
stinence! It is not said whether those Hindoos who do not 
worship idols will be allowed the privilege or not,” 


The Moofeed-ool-Anam, of the 26th of March, after extracts, 
mentions a rumour to the effect that many people from Bhotan 
are going about Calcutta committing thefts, &c., &. Some have, 
it is said, been seized, and made over to the authorities for trial, 


The Mujm-ool Bharain, of the 26th of March, noticing the 
official statement concerning railway accidents in India, says 
that the result shows 99 persons killed, and 256 wounded, 


The Punjabee Ukbar, of the 27th of March, the Ko4-1-Noor, 
of the 28th, the Udbar Unjumun, of the 21st, and the Rahnoo- 
mai Punjab, of the 27th, do not require particular notice, The 
latter paper, referring to a case at Delhi, in which a boy re- 
siding at Paneeput, either by accident or design, threw an- 
other boy into a well, and was sentenced to transportation for 
life in consequence, pi it is difficult to understand how the 
Court could pass such a severe sentence upon a boy under age. 


The Ukbar Unjumun, of the 28th of March, after extracts 
from various sources, mentions under the heading *‘ Jhansie,” 
that the Thakoors of that. place have become very trouble- 
some ; and that several cases of highway robbery, thefts, &c., 
have occurred between Jhansie and Lullutpore. — In ‘the last 
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case brought to light, *¢ a Junnceah was attacked, robbed, and 
beaten ; after which the’ man’s head. was forced into his 
empty money-bag, and he was left tied to a tree.’’ 


The Rohileund Ukbar, of the 21st of March, after extracts 
from other sources, remarks upon the way to get a good name, 
The writer does not think this is to be obtained by benefiting 
one’s own caste; but under British rule at least a man can 
obtain that desideratum by building bridges and temples, 
wells, and hotels ; by looking to the poor, or the children of 
the poor; by aiding the advancement of knowledge ; by car- 
ing for the orphan, and teaching them to gain their own 
livelihood ; and by building charity-houses for the blind and 
destitute. These good actions are worthy of a good name.” 
The Ukbar Alum, of the 26th of March, after extracts, &c., 
mentions that a charity-house has been established at Hurd- 
war, at the expense of the Maharajahs of Jummoo, Patteeala, 
Jheend, and Chumba, aided by other natives of respectability 
‘and note. The Editor thinks it a great pity that those who 
have the distribution of alms entrusted to them, do not per- 
form their duty properly. He adds :—‘* The Maharajah 
ought to guide these people, and lead them into the right way; 


‘and the offenders ought to be punished.” 


The Sadig-ool Ukbar, of the 28th of March, the Kaleid 
Ummed, of the same date, and the Meerut Canny; also of the 
28th, do not require particular notice. 


The Zea-oot Ukbar, of the Ist of April, is mainly occupied 
by old extracts; the following, concernin g the Nowroze or new 
year’s day, (according to the Persian calendar, ) being the only 
novelty. ‘Dress, green; a mark of sandal on the forehead ; 
mounted upon an.alligator; in the right hand a sword; 10 
the left a rose. The day, Friday; the eleventh month of the 
Mussulmans, of thirty days; on the 24th of this month ; after- 
noon. It is said to be favorable to the Hakim of the time, and 
gives'promise of prosperity and dignity to their reign; that 
there will be plentiful rains, little sickness, and the people 

happy and contented. That the Government (Hakim) will 
acquire some new conntry and deal out justice, giving the 
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right where it is due. Hitndoos wil benefit siaits by trade, 
and grain will be cheap.” The writer says :—*' God knows 
whether this will turn out true; as the Government is 
engaged in war with Abyssinia, it will not be very surprising 
if the ‘ new country’ refers to that country.”
